Run Uphill. { 

Can water run uphill? Tt would, 
be a legitimate answer to this ques- | 
tien perhaps to cite the flow of water! 
through a siphon, its capillary ac-, 
tien as ina lamp wiek or its upward 


course when drunk by an animal. 
The inquiry should be made more} 
explicit Can a river in its naturai! 


channel, opea to the air, run uphill? 
Impossible as this seems, it is an, 
este blished fact. In truth, every] 
river ilowing toward the equator for 
a sufficient distance runs uphill. 

The mouth of the Mississippi 
three miles higher than its source-- 
that Minnesota, where the Mis- 
sissippi rises, is three miles nearer 
the centre of the earth than is the 
Guli of Mexico. In the reason for: 
this difference in level will be found 
the explanation of the river’s uphill 
flow 

As every schoolboy will tell us, the 
earth is a ball flattened at the poles. 
This flattering, while comparatively | 
insignificant, still sufficient to 
make the polar diameter twenty-eight 
miles shorter than the equatorial 
diamoter, In other worda, the north 
and the south pole are fourteen miles 
nearer the earth’s centre than is the) 
equator, 

Now, the distance from the north 
pole to the equator, measured along 
the enrth’s surface, is 6,000 miles, 
end the distance from the source to 
the mouth of the Mississippi is about 
1.500 miles, or one-fourth of 6.000. 
lf, therefore, there is a difference in 
level of fourteen miles between the 
north nole and the equator there will 
he a difference in level between the 
source of the Mississippi and its 
mouth of one-fourth of fourteen miles, 
or three and one-half miles. 

But the territory watered bv 
Mississippi has been elevated some- 
what by the action of voleanic or 
similar forces, and the actual excess

TRE REVIEW, 
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IS INGREASE IN’ TRADE 


RETURNS FOR THE LAST MONTH 
ARE GRATIFYING. 


Exports of Domestic Products Shown 
to be Much Larger than in the 
Corresponding Month Last Year— 
Figures Dealing with Agriculture 
Very Satisfactory. 

Ottawa.— Trade returns for the 
month of October show an increase 
of $2,602,074 in the exports of dom- 
estic products and a decrease of $5,- 
221,515 in imports of merchandise 
entered for consumption as compared 
with October of last year. The total 
value of domestic exports for the 
month was $26,999,212 as compared 
with $23,697,143 for the same month 
last year. The exports of agricultural 
products increased by about $4,000,- 
000, while the exports of the mine 
and of animals and their products 
eavh fell $1,000,000. 

The total exports, exclusive of coin 
and bullion, were $26,262,985, ns com- 
pared with $31,484,000 for October, 
1907. 

For the first seven months of the 
present fiscal year the imports enter- 
ed for home consumption — totalled 
$162.908,302, a decrease of $56,726,936, 
as compared with the same period 
of 1907. During the seven months 
coin and bullion were imported to the 
value of $7,212,812, as compared with 
$1,396,375 last year. The exports f 
domestic products for the seven 
months totalled $136,493,263, a  de- 
crease: of $12,862,525. The total trade 
for the seven months was $318,406,- 
985, a decrease of $75,216,434. 


Vice in Far West. 

Victoria, B.C.—The Anglican synod 
in session here decided not to give 
women the right to vote at vestry 
meetings and also decided to ask the 
government to enforce the Lord’s 
Day act. Strong ground was taken 
against the moral conditions prevail- 
ing. Kev. Stanley Ard, rector of St. 
James, Victoria, told of conditions in 
the opium dens. He said there were 
more white men than Chinese in 
these and nearly as many white girls 
as Chinese girls. The police said 
they were powerless. He said they 
should have investigations and allow 
the newspapers to expose the guilty 
enes. Capt. Clive Phillips Woolley 
thought they should reform the news- 
papers, If the newspapers were cor- 
reet, then every politician was a liar. 


Raising Tobacco. 

Saskatoon.—A big piece of tobacco 
grown near Rosthern is being shown 
by Comm'ssioner Schlanders at the 
beard of trade office. It was grown 
by a settler who raises tobacco enough 
10 supply himself and some of his 
neighbors the year around. Next year 
the board of trade plot will have a 
space for tobacco growing, for, says 
ne, “anything that will mature in 
four months of sunshine will mature 
here.” 

The grass from which brooms are 
made is also grown with much sue 
cess in the Rosthern district by the 
Mennonite settlers who have a habit 
of making a success of any farming 
operations they undertake.

New Appointment. 

Winnipeg.—A new appointment has 
been made at the Manitoba Agricul- 
tural College.

Mr. Churenili comes highly recom- 
mended from Towa, where he was as- 
at 


sistant chemist Iowa experiment 
station. When graduating from Iowa 
college he specialized in soil physics, 
and he comes duly qualified to take 
up this very important branch of the 
work at Manitoba college. The soil 
is the foundation of all agriculture, 
ond any investigation work done along 
this line will aid materially in the 
improvemet of agriculture in the pro- 
vince of Manitoba. 
British Rail Mills Fear Competition. 
London, Eng.—An important meet- 
ing of the British steel rail makers 
was called recently in London to dis- 
cuss a serious situation, created by 
the keen competition of the Dominion 
Iron and Steel company, and of a 
Russian firm, neither of which is in 
the international rail combine, Those 
concerned maintain that if a new in- 
ternational compact cannot be arrang- 
ed to offset this unlooked for competi- 
tion, and also to regulate American 
operations, it would be better to break 
up the combination and give the Bri- 
tish makers a free hand. 


Janan Will Wait. 

Tokio — It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that Japan does not intend, 
in the event of trouble following the 
death of the Emperor and Dowager 
Empress of China, to attempt to take 
advantage of the situation. Japan 
will adhere to her present course and 
act only in agreement with the other 
powers. She will do nothing until 
all the other powers are consulted. 


Complaint Against Maristrates. 

London,—Henniker Heaton, presid- 
ing at the benches of magistrates, 
said he had been informed by the 
home secretary that several colonial 
governments, including Canada, have 
made strong representations against 
the practice of magistrates dealing 
lightly with offenders if they promis- 
ed to emigrate. 

Hugh Armstrong Enters Cabinet. 

Winnipeg.—Hugh Armstrong, mem- 
ber of the Manitoba legislature repre- 
senting Portage la Prairie, was sworn

BRITISH COLUMBIA ENTERS SUIT 
TO RECOVER LAND. 


Declares Federal Government Is Not 
the Owner of Millions of Acres in 
the Railway Belt—History of Gase 
Dates Back to Time When C.P.R. 
Was Built. 

Vancouver, B. C.— The contention 
that the Dominion government is but 
the trustee and not the owner of the 
millions of acres in the railway belt 
of twenty miles on each side of the 
C.P.R., from the tidewater to Alberta, 
and of the three million acres in the 
Peace river district, and that the 
province is still the owner of these 
lands, never having parted with its 
title, has been raised for the — first 
time in a British Columbia court, 

It formed one of the chief branches 
of argument of E. V. Bodwell, K.C., 
representing the provincial govern- 
ment in the stated case in the long 
standing dispute between the local 
and federal governments over Indian 
lands; the case in which the prov- 
ince asserts its title to a reversionary 
interest in the abandoned or sold In- 
dian lands, the Dominion having in 
these lands no beneficial interest but 
merely the right to administer them 
as guardians of the Indians in this 
province, 

The argument went beyond the Tn- 
dian lands and ineluded the millions 
of acres of land conveyed to the Dom- 


inionby the provincial act of — 1884. 
Mr. Rodwell rend that aet whieh 
makes use of the words ‘in’ trust” 


and added in effect that the province 
contends that these lands were grant- 
ed to the Dominion merely in trust 
in aid of th construction of the C.P. 
R., making the Dominion government 
trustees and leaving the provinee still 
the owners. That the federal gov- 
ernment has never rendered an ae- 
count of its trusteeship and the pro- 
vinee, as owner, has a right to de- 
mand it, that the account must show 
pny surpluses and revenves derived 
by the Dominion sinee 1884, in these 
lands in which the Dominion has, by 
mistake, regarded itself owner, 

The court reserved its decision upon 
case, 


Austria May Start Strife. 

Vienna.—The friction between Aus- 
tria, Servia, and Montenegro has be- 
come so aeute that several Austrian 
generals have urged upouw Emperor 
Francis Joseph the necessity of an 
immediate movement against the Bal- 
kan states. Reports are reaching the 
foreign office daily of war prepara- 
tions in Servia and Montenegro, and 
every week Austria delays increases 
her handicap when war is declared. 
Alarming reports of Montnegrin ac- 
tivity are considered proof that Ser- 
via is also eager for war, as it is in- 
conceivable that Montenegro would 
make a inove without the support of 


Servia, 


Not Bad for New Road. 

Montreal.—Mr. F. W. Morse, Vice- 
President and General Manager of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, returned — to 
headquarters recently from the west, 
where he has been directing opera- 
tions since the lines were opened for 
traffie in September. Mr. Morse is 
able to give a gool account of the 
road, which has moved already up- 
wards of 1,800,000 bushels of wheat 
trom the sourees of traffie along its 
hundred miles of route down 
to Winnipeg.

The seed testing station estublsh- 
ed at Calgary by the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture is beginning 
its third season’s work, It has been 
avery popular institution, so much 
so that during the season of 407-508 
nearly 5,000 samples of seed were re- 
ceived to be. tested. This was a 
much greater number than had been 
vnticipated and consequently the 
capacity of the laboratory was not 
sufficient to handle the work as 
promptly as might be desired, 
year the number of Germinators 
been increased, and Jarger accomo- 
dations secured so that the work 


Owing to peculiar crop conditions 
last year the greater part ofthe work 
was the testing of the Vitality of 
grain, An equally important fea- 
ture of the work done at Calgary is 
the testing of grains, grasses, vlover 
and other seeds for purity from weed 
sors, While itis possible for any- 
one to make a germination test for 
himself, the parity test requires a 
technical knowledge of seeds that 
many farmers may not have, 

Both these tests are made free of 
charge to any farmer, gardener or 
seed merchant who sends a shim ple 
to Seed Laboratory, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Culary.”’

People with surprise — and 
amusement Lord Northcliffe’s little 
fling at the cobles being burdened 
with stories of Mnglond’s suffragettes 
vnd unemployed when it is known 
how busy Lord Northeliffe’s Daily 
Mail’s special commissioner is in ins 
vestigaténg the miserics of the un- 
employed, His latest report is that 
25,000 heads of families are workless 
in Glasgow alone. 

London's Bowrd of Mdueation has 
just eppropriated $25,000 for the pur- 
pose of feeding the neesssitous school 
children this winter, The board esti- 
mates that 50,909 children are coming 
to school breakfastless

List of Disasters Where Property Loss 
Was Million or More. 


In sixty-turee years Canada has had 
sixteen conilagraiions where the pro- 
perty damage was one million dollars 
or more, The list is as follows:

“CAVALRY GIRLS.” 


Prove Valuable War Corps. 


The squadron of ‘mounted girl 
nurses, which was started about a 
year ago by Capt. E+ C. Baker, as an 
offshoot of his Islington Drill Bri- 
gade, is rapidly becoming an irregular 
force of some importance in the mili- 
tary scheme, The nurses’ squadron 
is called the First Aid Nursing Yeo: 
manry Corps. Tho corps at present 
number ebout 40 officers and troopers, 
end there are more girls fired with 
the military zenl waiting to join. Tt 
is expected that the corps will play 
an interesting part in next year’s 
military tournament. A_ well-knowr 
titled lady hes recently joined, and 
has taken rank as a lieutenant. Each 
troop has two lieutenants, ea troop 
Sergeant-major, ron-commissioned of 
ficers and signallers, The two lieu 
tenants in charee of a troop are 
daughters of the late Col, Greenall. 
ther members of the corps include 
Miss Cutler, assistant matron of St. 
Rartholomew’s Hospital, and Mrs. 
Wilson, instructress in Swedish drill 
at St. Bertholoinew’s Hospital. 

“The girls are doing splendidly,” 
said Capt. Baker to an interviewer, 
“and there is no doubt that the corps 
will in time become a large and use: 
ful force. T consider that a body of 
mounted nurses who can ride over 
any sort of country would be of in- 
estimable servies in an engagement 
Tt is not intended that they should 
be fully trained nursés, Their pro- 
vinee is to render first aid to the 
wounded until the base hospital staff 
arrives. They would follow the fight- 
ing line as closely as possible, and do 
what they could for the men on the 
spur of the moment. Wounded men 
sometimes have to wait hours before 
the hospital steff reach them, and 
often lives could be saved by prompt 
attention. The girls are taught to 
ride out carrying their nurse’s kit. 
They ride side saddle, but they are 
ble to mount and disrnount without 
help. Arriving at » case one girl dis- 
mounts, and another, remaining in 
the saddle, holds the free horse, If, 
after attention, the wounded man is 
able to sit on a horse, he is placed 
in the nurse’s saddle, and the other 
nurse conducts him baek, returning 
afterwards to her comrade.” 


BREAKFAST IN THE LORDS. 


It Is an Old Function Which Has Had 
Famous Devotees. 


The customary breakfast given at 
the opening of the legal term by the 
Lord Chancellor in the House of 
Lords to about 800 guests is an insti- 
tution which goes back to the days of 
the versatile Brongham. For the last 
forty years it has been held in the 
House of Lords, but at an earlier date 
it was given in the Lord Chancellor’s 
residence, It is a relic of the times 


when breakfast was a great social 
function. 

Many other great men had what 
may bo termed the breakfast habit. 


Thus Mr. Gladstone was a regular giv- 
er of breakfasts ond a constant atten- 
dant at them when given by others. 
Of recent vears, however, the break- 
fast has fallen into desuetude as a 
social function, except at the univer- 
sities, where young men are still found 
who are capable of consuming three 
or four courses and the while main- 
taining a genial flow of elegant con- 
versation, 

Recently on attempt has been made 


to revive the breakfast. Thus the 
King in 1907, at Newmarket, issued 
several invitations to breakfast par-

qualified by sack possets or small 
beer, the ancient equivalent of soda 
water. Tor was not known, and cof- 
fee was only to be found in the me- 
diaeval analogue of the modern mu- 
seum.,

{MEMOIRS OF A PEERESS 


Organization of Mounted Nurses lt 


LADY RANDOLPH CHURCHILL 
PUBLISHES A BOOK. 


Widely-Known Wife of Statesman Has 
Met Many Important Persons In 
Her Day and Can Tell Good Stories 
of Her Meetings With Them— 
Happy Retort to George Bernard 
Shaw. 


As the wife of a statesman who 
played so lame and varied a part in 
the political history of his day, Lady 
Randolph Churchill’s life was filled 
with absorbing experiences, She tra- 
veled all over the world, and met most 
of the distinguished people of her day 
and zeneration, whose personalities 
and ways of life are vividly portrayed 
in her Reminiscences, now published 
in book form by Mr. Edward Arnold. 

After her first marriage in 1874 (it 
may be remembered that Lady Ran- 
dolph married Mr, George Cornwallis 
West eight years ago) she settled down 
in London to enjoy her first season. 
Masked balls were then very much 
in vogue, “and I remember enjoying 
myself immensely at one given at, Hol- 
land House,” says the distinguished 


authoress. , 

“Disguised in a painted mask and 
a yellow wig I mystified everyone, My 
sister, who was staying with us, had

been walking in the garden with 
young Lord C——, who was a parti, 
and much run after by designiny 
mothers with marriageable daughters. 
Introducing him to me, she pretend- 
ed I was her mother. 

“Later in the evening T attacked 
him, saying that my daughter hai 
just confided to me that he had pro- 
posed to her and that she had accept- 
ed him, To this day T can see his 
face of horror and bewilderment. 

“Vehemently he assured me that it 
was not so. But T kept up the fares, 
declaring that my husband would eall 
on him next day and reveal our iden- 
tity, and that meanwhile I should 
consider him engaged to my daugh- 
ter. Deficient in humor and not over- 
burdened with brains, he could not 
tuke the joke, and left the house a 
miserable man,”” 

Commenting on the lack of rel 
fun nowadays at masked balls, Lady 
Randolph mentions that at one o- 
them the parrot ery of one lady was, 
“You don’t know me; you don't know 
me.’

“IT 
remember,” she says, “having an 
amusing pi atearms with mv 
host (Sir am Harcourt), Sir 
Charles Dilke, and Mr. Chamberlain 
My three Radical friends, haviny 
been told of my artistic efforts, chaf- 
fingly implored me to hand them 


down to posterity by painting their 
portraits. ‘Why refuse to paint us*’ 
‘Where ean von find more attractive 
or noble models?’ ‘Come, here is 4 
chance to immortalize yourself and 
us,’ ‘Impossible,’ T cried. ‘I shouli 
fail; T cowid never paint you black 
enongh.’”’ 

This was the reply sent to Lady 
Randolph by Mr. George Bernard 
Shaw, whom she had asked to lunch, 
It came in the form of a telegram: 

“Certainly not! What have T done 
to provoke such an attack on my well- 
known habit?” .

“Know nothing of your habits 
Hope they are not as bad as your 
manners.” 

Going to Germany, Lady Randolph 
was invited to take tea with the Em- 
peror William T.:

“A diversion was ereated (in Tbi- 
lee year) by the arrival of the Sha 
of Persia, Nasr-ed Din, whose vagaries 
kept society amrvsed and interested 
One night, at a banquet at Bueking- 
ham Paleee, he was asked to giv 
his arm to the late Qneen Vietori: 
He refused, having made up his mind 
to take in a ledy whose voluminous 


proportions had attracted his atten- 
tion Much pressure had to b 
bronght to bear before he was pre- 
vailed upon to change his mind,” 


“The late Sultan of Johore gave v 
a snmptuous luncheon at his palace 
which lasted os long as a lord mayor's 
feast,” says Lady Randolph Chureh- 
ill, writing of her experiences when 
traveling round the world, After 
Inncheon the Sultan, who was a 
eharming and courteous old man, sent 
for his Sultana to come and see us, 

“She wis a very nretty Cireess 
of about 25, 9 present from the Sultan 
of Turkey. Enormonsly fat, we were 
told that she was fed every two honrs, 
the Snltan admiring large prepor- 
tions.”

MISGUIDED GENIUS. 
A Sculptor Who Devoted Himself to 


Producing Fake Antiques. 


One of the most astonishing ex: 
amples of genius devoting itself to 
forgery was that of the italian Bas- 


tianini. Born in 1830 in the midst of 
abject poverty, he had, properly 
speaking, no systematic education, 
either literary or artistic. But he 
had real genius. 

An riquanian of the name of 
Freppa employed him for 40 cents 


per day to produce “antiques’’ which 
So 
this became Bastianini’s life work— 
the production of forgeries. 

One of his most celebrated works 
is the bust of Savonarola. Persuad- 
ed that here was a renal fifteenth 
century bust, two public spirited 
gentlemen collected $2,000 and pur- 
chased it from Freppa to prevent its 
sale and exportation. 

One critic, Dupre, declared that he 
must assign it to Michelangelo for 
its foree and to Robbia for the ex: 
quisiteness of its treatment, regard- 


ing it as a wonderfully beautiful 
work of art. 
Sir Frederick Leighton, the noted 


English painter, having received a 
photograph, placed it, “like a sacred 
image, at the herd of his bed.” It 
is said that the Grand Duchess Marie 
of Russia and Lippart seriously 
thought of building a temple to house 
this wonderful bit of art. 

But, notwithstanding the plaudits 
of those who “knew,” the bust was 
a fake, Rumors having become cur: 
rent that the piece of terra cotta was 
not what it purported to be, one of 
the purchasers abruptly demanded 
of Bastianini one day at his work- 
shop whether he was the creator of 


the bust. And he admitted that he 
was, 

But this was not the only great 
“suecess’’ of Bastianini. A_ terra 


cotta bust of Benevieni, a sixteenth 
century poet of Florence, was re- 
garded as a contemporary work cf 
art and purchased by the Louvre for 
$2,600 and installed in a room con- 
taining work of Michelangelo him- 
self, 


Remarkable Railway Garden. 

Between Bedford and Luton, on the 
embankments of the Midland Rail- 
way, in England, a piece of effective 
landscape gardening without parallel 
may be seen, On each side of the rail- 
way line at short intervals hawthorn 
bushes have been planted, and skill- 
ful hands have pruned these bushes 
into a variety of shapes, grotesque 
and symmetrical; peacocks, roosters, 
tables, chnirs, bowers, plumes, and 
other striking models are clearly de- 
picted. The effect is quite remark- 
able. In the season the tail of a 
rooster was a mass of white bloom, 
and in another the nodding plumes 
in a lady’s hat were in full flower. 
As these ornamental trees occur at 
every few yards’ distance for about 
twenty miles, some idea of their num- 
ber may be estimated. Tt seems re- 
markable that, although thousands of 
passengers pass throngh this unique 
panorama daily, 1 
seldom been directed to it.

Ancestors Were Appalling. 

We hear it said everywhere—at the 
beginning and at the end of every 
seuson—that modern extravagance is 
appalling, that women — overdress, 
that they spend more for a single hat 
than their grandmothers did for their 
whole trousseaux.

French writer, M. Henry de Gallier, 
contributes to the current issue of La 
Revue aremarkable study on ‘“Spend- 
ing Money In Days of Yore.”’ 

From statistics carefully compiled, 
from private documents of one or 
two centuries ago, from letters and 
bills dating from those distant days, 
it appears that extravagance was far 
worse then, 

The greatest change in the matter 
of expenditure is that during the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
men spent quite as much as if not 


more than women for their own 
attire. 

To-day the average man spends 
considerably less than the average 


woman on clothes, and in the wealthy 
classes the difference is more marked 
stall, since it was recently stated by 
a queen of fashion that, while a 
man could be quite ‘elegant’ by 
spending £400 a year on himself, a 
woman needed £400 a month to dress 
stylishly. 

In the middle class, 
aristocracy, 150 years 
things were required by a man, He 
wore night cuffs of lace, his black 
suit cost £4 (of our money), his hats 
-he needed half a dozen--£1 each 
He required silk stockings, woollen 
stockings and ‘skin’? stockings and 
five or six different kinds of boots. 

He had to spend several pounds a 
year at the barber's and wigmaker’s, 
The middle class woman of those days 
managed to dress in a cheaper way, 
though dress was the main expense. 

Diaries and memoirs establish the 
curious fact that the upbringing cf 
three children cost a third less than 
the clothes required by their mother, 
a modest woman Men wore rib:
